REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The following report is. respectfully submitted. 


LE Wis Po BICKFORD; 
ELISHA S. CRAM, School Board. 
EMMA F. BRONSON, 


At the beginning of the work of the school board the 
present year we found it necessary to set up and maintain 
ten schools in different parts of the district for the suitable 
accommodation of the scholars to be taught. Nine of 
these were set up in the customary school houses erected 
for that purpose; the other was set up in ‘the dwelling 
house of Mr. Dalton in the north part of the town. 

At the first meeting of the board it was decided to exer- 
cise great precaution in the selection of teachers for our 
schools. And as we look back over the work accomplished 
by the teachers in their several school rooms we feel like 
congratulating ourselves on the result of this determination. 
While all were not model schools and above criticism yet 
in a large majority of cases the failure was due to other 
causes than the sincere, earnest effort of the teacher. 

The school houses and outbuildings pertaining to them 
are in very much the same condition as when your board 
made their last report; but little has been done by way of 
repairs and nothing by way of decoration. That some of 
them sadly need a considerable amount expended, both in 
repairs and decoration, is understood by a look at them 
without the saying of it. Your appropriation at the last 


2 
school meeting did not admit of very much being done in this 
direction. For the comfort, health and influence of these 
things upon the Hves of those educated in these school 
houses we would commend them to your earnest attention 
and recommend a generous outlay upon them. 

Absenteeism is a very great drawback to the efficiency 
of our schools. In communities more compact than our 
own and where larger resources are available for this 
purpose the truant officer becomes an important factor in 
illiminating this evil, but in our sparsely settled divisions 
and with our meager resources it becomes impossible for 
the truant officer to give attention to this line of work. 
What, then, is the remedy? Only one can be suggested. 
Parents and guardians must see to it that their children or 
wards are in school every day and at the proper hour in 
the day. Asarule no pretext should be potent enough to 
keep a scholar from school fora single hour. And when 
we shall see parents and guardians giving suitable attention 
to this matter we will predict the efficiency of the school 
increased many fold. 

The money left over from last year, together with your 
appropriation at the last school meeting, enabled us to run 
the schools twenty-one weeks, giving a spring term of ten 
weeks and a fall term of eleven weeks. We wish to call 
your attention to the fact that very little money is left over 
to lengthen the schools next year and we earnestly ask 
your attention to the need of making a suitable appropria- 
tion that the schools may not fall short of twenty weeks in 
each division.
